Mill  demand  was  almost  at 
a  standstill,  and  few  of  the  cotton  merchant  houses  were  ready  as  yet 
to  name  firm  quotations  on  new  crop.    Many  brokers  were  trying  to  clear 
their  stocks  of  leftovers  so  they  could  wind  up  their  fiscal  year  as

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  June  26,  1957,  contains  the  following 
dispatch  from  the  Societe  Cotonniere  d'Egypte,  of  Alexandria,  dated 
June  18: 

Heather  conditions  are  now  favourable,  and  the  crop  is  said 
to  have  gained,  although,  generally  speaking,  it  is  still  about 
ten  days  late  as  compered  to  last  season.    Should  the  present  heat 
continue  and  combined  with  not  an  over  abundance  of  water,  it  is 
presumed  that  by  picking  tine  the  plant  would  have  completely 
recovered  its  backwardness.    Strenuous  efforts  are  being  made  to 
combat  the  leaf  worm,  which  is  in  recession  but  its  destruction 
has  been  at  great  cost,  thus  increasing  considerably  the  cost  of 
production  to  the  farmers.

.    THE  CROP  IN  EGYPT 

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  July  10,  1937,  contains  the  follow- 
ing dispatch  from  the  Societe  Cotonniere  d ' Egypt e,  of  Alexandria, 
dated  July  2: 

A  striking  feature  at  present  is  the  locust  menace  from  the 
Lybian  frontier;  indeed  the  Government  considered  it  so  serious  as 
to  warrant  the  presence  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  in  the 
western  frontier  districts,  where  detecting  aeroplanes  were  sent 
and  an  army  of  2,000  skilled  men  to  take  preventive  measures  to 
combat  the  pest.     Isolated  locusts  have  appeared  in  the  Delta. 
Otherwise  the  crop  is  said  to  be  doing  well,  and  has  even  gained 
ground;  it  is  now  supposed  to  be  only  a  few  days  late  as  compared 
to  last  year .
